BUENOS AIRES, May 3.—Argen- 


tine's general strike, effective thru- 
out the country last midnight, was 
ushered in by Violence. 


A bomb exploded in a coach of the 


southern passenger 
train leaving 


Buenos Aires, causing serious injury 
to a guard and lesser injuries to a 
number of passengers. 
The guard 


suffered a broken leg. 
The strike was called by socialist 


and labor unions as a protest against 
the new pensions law, which would 
allow all workers to retire on pen- 
sions from a government fund, after 
twenty-five years of service. 


The explosion on the railway tram 


caused intense excitement thruout 
the capital, citizens fearing recur- 
rence ot the fatal riots of five years 
ago, 
when hundreds-were killed on 


the streets of Buenos Aires. 


The general 
strike in Mendoza, 


western terminus of the trans-Argen- 
tine line and transfer point for the 
trans-Andean railway to Chile, was 
reported to have forced closing of all 
busines houses.

IS GREATES^OSTEOLOGIST 


Joseph Schollick 
Has 
Cleaned 


• Many Animals in Thirty-nine 


Years at Smithsonian. 


•WASHINGTON, May 3.—Behind 


the walls of the Smithsonian insti- 
tution, the government's museum of 
queer and precious thing, are hidden 
the lives of many great men. 


To the outside world their names 


may be unknown. But by brother 
scientists these obscure fellows are 
recognized as the last -word in their 
own- 
peculiar and highly technical 


lines. 
For instance, there is Joseph W. 


Scholfick, the world's greatest osteo- 
logist. He has cleaned more ani- 
mals in his thirty-nine years at 
Smithsonian than any living man, 
and he knows more about bones chan 
old "Doc" Reese, famous Youngs- 
town, Ohio, bonesetter. 


Day after day he sits in the mu- 


seum with sensitive flying fingers, 
rebuilding pollywogs and bumming 
birds and slicing up whales. Size 
means nothing to him. 
Schollick is seventy-four. His hair 


and his neat mustache are as white 
as wool, but behind their spectacles 
his eyes are merry and young. 


"Yes, I've worked on every animal 


from the largest to the smallest," 
he told the United Press. "I guess 
I know where to locate every .bone 
in fish and fowl and mammal." 


As Schollick talks his hands keep 


busily at their work- He doesn't 
watch the carvings of his knife. He 
works by the sense of touch and 
admits that he cleans just as well 
in the dark as he does beneath the 
finis of an electric bulb. 


Half of the skeletons in the mu- 


seum were prepared by Schollick. 
He went with the Smithsonian party 
to Newfoundland to bring back a 
whale. He cleaned it—seventy feet 
o£ blubber and bone. And he also 
cleaned the humming birds, not a 
qtarter the size of your hand. 


JTsteologists are now few and far

as high as 35 per cent. 


The democrats had a 
graduated 


scale which runs up to 40 per cent 
on big incomes. 


One group of progressives wanted 


50 per cent as a maximum but their 
chances looked slim. 


Senator Medill McCormick had a 


graduated scale scheme that run up 
to 37 per cent. (The house passed a 
371-2 per cent provision). 


The odds, however, favored the 


democratic rate of 40 per cent sim- 
ilarly, the 
democrats 
seemed 
to 


have the edge on the normal tax rate 
on small incomes with their 2 and 
4 per cent provision. The republi- 
cans were standing for 3 and 6 per 
cent and said they would refuse to 
compromise. 


Regarding the corporation and in- 


heritance taxes, the lines 
seemed 


about evenly divided. Both plans 
will raise about the same amount of 
money.

as the pleated silk or crepe skirts, 
plain over-blouses and the knitted 
sweater suits that are so much in 
vogue. 
The French 
women, how- 


ever, are still tar behind the English 
and American in their dressing tor 
riding, altho they have learned a 
good deal in the last few vears. I 
can remember riding in the Bois 
some years ago and bein^eaor- 
mouslj anjused by-the differtW cos- 
tumes and hair dressings I saw on 
the French women also riding there. 
Large and flufty 
pompadors with

on top, and all kinds of

and habits. But they are

There is one thing of course, al- 


ways to be remembered in dressing 
for sport, and that is the appropri- 
ateness of the costume to the sport 


in question. Riding clothes should 
never permit of much variation or ot 
any fantasy. Naturally, when riding 
in the country one can be a little 
more informal, as for instance, wear- 
ing a soft hat rather than a derby, 
and it one likes it, a reasonably low 
collar.

dressed rider will generally stick to 
the rather severe costume. There is 
nothing so smart as the high collar 
and necktie, or, it one wishes, tlie 
stock. The latter must be very well 
cut and neatly put on 


Only certain colors really are per- 


missible 
for riding habits: plain 


gray, tan, dark blue or a mixed gray 
and brown, or gray and blue. The 
top hat is very often worn in horse 
shows and sometimes hunting, tho 
it is not as frequently seen as it 
used to be.

t out of taste, it is to wear jewelry 
I with j our sport clothes. This would 
seem one of the most obvious rules 
of 
good taste—but you never can 


tell. 
I recall an experience I had 


at a country club near New York 
not long ago. As we approached the

fine figure of a woman, 


faultlessly 
attired 
in 
the latest 


sports clothes, was just about to tee 
off. 
When we drew nearer to her, 


to our horror and amazement we 
discovered 
that 
she -nas wearing 


about her neck no less than three 
strings 
of pearls. 
From her ears 


elaborate earrings jangled as shp 
swung. Her arms 'were hampered 
by five pi six bracelets, and on her 
fingers were a number of jewelled 
rings. 
Beautiful as the jewels TV ere, 


they seemed to have become ugly in 
their settings, so absurdly inappro- 
priate were they to the occasion. 


Golt all day long if you want, but 


don't wear elaborate 
jewelr\. Of 


course, a pin at one's collar or belt 
will get by. but more than this good 
taste in sports clothes scarcely per- 
mits.

ot the republican administration ere 
thej go into the convention at Cleve- 
land m June They have completed 
all aiiangemeuts except selection of 
the administration "running mate"— 
the candidate for vice president and 
the actual preparation of the party 
platform. 


Neither of these tasks, howe\er. Is 


giving any great concern. Both will 
be- attended to in 
plenty 
ol time. 


President Coolidge has given ample 
evidence of his intention personally 
to select the men who will conduct 
his campaign and he will likewise 
point out the man he prefers as his 
running mate. One so selected will 
probably stand better than an even 
chance 
of being approved by the 


convention 
The platform this year 


almost writes itself. As it shapes up 
now, the delegation in which Mr. 
Coolidge will ask re-election will be 
formulated about as follows: 


1. It will first of all be consider- 


ably shorter than usual, if Mr. Cool- 
irge's wishes have sway. 


2. It will .begin with a profound 


tribute to the late President Hard- 
ing. 


3. It will reaffirm the pledge al1 


ready made by President Coolidge to 
see that the government is "kept 
clean," to punish any found guilty 
of violating trust as public officials 
or of attempting to defraud the gov- 
ernment with the aid of public offi- 
cials. At the same time it will de- 
precate scandal mongering and in- 
vestigations for political 
purposes 


and will charge the democrats with 
having used unfair tactics in some 
ot the senatorial investigation. 


4. The platform will seek then to 


sound its own campaign keynote by 
reciting the achievements of the ad- 
ministration in the direction of gov- 
ernment economy and tax reduction. 
The tariff law will be praised and 
defended and the efforts to put farm- 
ers on their own feet without tax- 
ing the rest of the country for their 
own benefit will be pointed out. 
Business will be reminded that the 
administration has sought always to 
bring about stability and confidence 
by resisting new and untried formu- 
lae and expensive proposals. 


5. Swinging into the field of for- 


eign relations, the platform will vir- 
tually repeat what President Cool- 
idge said in his recent New York 
speech—that the league of nations 
is out of the question for us; that 
this government and people however, 
want to carry on the work for world 
peace begun in the Harding-Hughes 
disarmament 
conference; that fur- 


ther steps in this direction -will be 
taken as soon as they have a chance 
of success.

The ideal of the conference is to 


abolish railway grade crossings, but 
it is recognized that this will take 
time and billions of dollars. In the 
meantime the conference is on rec- 
ord in favor of uniform road and 
traffic rules, and uniformity of sig- 
nals on automobile roads thruoutthe 
United States. 


The conference proposed specific 


recommendations for the public and 
organizations to adopt. Its general 
plan is to wage a campaign of edu- 
cation. 


One thing the conference desires 


to see adopted is the red light as a 
stop signal for danger. This calls for 
a change in the color of automobile 
tail lights. Many instances have been 
reported where a red light used as a 
danger signal on a highway has been 
mistaken for an automobile light and 
drivers have attempted to pass the 
signal and as a result crashed into 
danger.

Hertzog, the Collins of South Africa, 
who wants to make South Africa a 
republic by peaceful 
constitutional 


means, has challenged the pro-im- 
perial rule of Premier Smuts, often 
described as the most experienced 
statesman in the world. A battle of 
great significance

being 


waged among these two Boers which 
will terminate in the South African 
elections between June 15 and1 20. 
Premier Smuts, the only signer 
of 


the Versailles treaty who protested 
the unworkabilitj of the document, 
nevertheless was~"able to annex Ger- 
man South Africa to his own-colony 
and has made annexation work. But 
his premier-ship of the South African 
union has greatly antagonized the 
Boers and the socialise workingmen 
because they believe he is too quick 
to use military methods to deal with 
unruly situations. He called out the 
army against Boer revolters during 
the world war and suppressed the 
insurrectors. He also used the same 
system in dealing with workingmen'? 
strikes since war. 
The League of 


Nations, too, has condemned his use 
of airplane bombing to collect native 
taxes.

STATE OBJECTS TO SIMMONS1 


PLAN OF PROCEDURE. 


Habeas Corpus Not ivailable in 


Capital Cases and Warden Not 


Answerable to the Bold 


County Court. 


The legal fight on behalf of Walter 


R. Simmons, the Boyd county prison- 
er in the penitentiary who is sen- 
tenced to be electrocuted May 23, 
will be resumed May 6 at Butte be- 
fore County Judge Fred Ford. Judge 
E. P. Holmes of Lincoln, attorney 
for the prisoner, has applied for a 
writ of habeas corpus and the coun- 
ty court has summoned Warden Fen- 
ton to produce the prisoner in that 
court May 6. The pardon board has 
refused to interfere 
with the judg- 


ment of the supreme court of Ne- 
braska affirming the findings of the 
district court of Boyd county. 


If the writ, which is to be resisted 


by the state, is denied by the county 
court of Boyd county Simmons' at- 
torney will have an opportunity to 
have that judgment reviewed in the 
supreme court of the-state. This may 
for the execution of the death sen- 
not be possible prior to the date set 
tence. If Simmons' attorney fails to 
obtain a writ of habeas corpus he 
may be at liberty to go direct to tfte 
federal courts on the ground that he 
has exhausted his remedies at law 
in the state courts. Whether this

CO.MM KRCIAL CONTRACTS. 


V—Finance. 


Two types ol contractual arrange- 


ments bring the necessary 
funds 


into a business: lending and invest- 
ment. The difference is. of course, 
very simple and clear in most cases, 
as the loan is temporary whereas 
the investment is primauent in that 
it is to continue ordinarily so long 
a? the business lasts. Again, the 
loan bears interest at a definite rate 
land the investment is to yield a 
! share in the profits provided the 
business is successful, 
lu winding 


up an unsuccessful venture the lend- 
ers are to be paid in full before the 
investors get 
back anything that 


they have put in. In general these 
differences may 
be illustrated 
by- 


comparing .. corporate bond with a 
share of stock. The 
stockholder 


pays for an interest in the company. 
As an investor he must look to the 
net profits of the corporation for his 
dividends. Altho he may be able to 
se " hio stock and thus get back the 
equivalent c - his investment, the in- 
vestment itself stays in the com- 
pany. 


Should the company be unsuccess- 


ful, the claims of those who had lent 
it money or sold goods to it on credit 
would have to be satisfied before 
those of the 
stockholders. 
The 


bondholder! on the other hand, is not 
an owner of an interest in the busi- 
ness. He is a creditor, and his bond 
is really a promissory note in which 
the company undertakes to pay back 
the principal at the end of a definite 
period. There is in addition an ar- 
rangement behind 'the bond that is 
modeled after hte plan of mortgag- 
ing a house to enable the owner to 
borrow money. The real estate, and 
sometimes the personal property of 
the corporation as well, are tied up 
so as to give the bondholders the 
first claim on the mortgaged prop- 
erty as security for the loan. 


This sharp distinction between a 


loan and an investment is lost sight 
of in business. In fact, all grada- 
tions exist between the pure loan 
and the pure investment. Thus on 
the investment side besides ordinary 
stock there may be issued "pre- 
ferred" stock, which partakes of the 
nature of a loan. Altho dividends 
on it are to come out of profits only, 
the rate is specified in advance- In 
case of dissolution the 
preferred 


stockholders rank behind the bond- 
holders and 
other creditors . but 


ahead of the 
holders of common 


stock. Anangements are sometimes 
made 
lor the 
redemption 
of pre- 


ferred stock at the end of a sperllled 
period. 


lionds, on the other hand, are Ire- 


queutly looked upon as iinostnicnts. 
From the investment banker's point 
of view a business IIIBJ be financed 
by the sale ol bonds or by the sale 
of stocks or by both. Uecause of the 
greater risk to the investor involved 
in the purchase of stocks the invest- 
ment banker is tempted to iai.se too 
much qf the capital needed in a new 
enterprise by bonding w i t h the re- 
sult that the business, is saddled 
from the beginning with a lixed ex- 
pense of interest. 
Unless it is very 


i successful it will probabl.- never be 
i able to pay off its bonded indebted- 
I ness, but will be forced to refinance 


I from time to time, by issuing new 
i bond;; to pay for the old. Thus the 
line of demarcation 
between loan 


and investment is blurred in busi- 
ness, tho the law tends to deal with 
them according to 
the 
underlying 


theories so far as it possibly can. 


Besides providing lor permanent 


capital a business man must make 
provision 
for 
fluctuations 
in 
the 


need.-, of his establishment. In some 
trades the fluctuation in the amount 
of stock carried varies with the sea- 
sons, as in clothing, automobiles and 
even building supplies and paints. 
Frequently it is necessary to ac- 
cumv' ,te large sums for special pay- 
ments such as taies or the pur- 
chase of a new site or expensive ma- 
chinery. Even if a business were 
strong enough financially to take 
care of all of these fluctuations with- 
out borrowing from banks, it would 
still have to take caiv of contrac- 
tions in its needs, as it would be 
foolish to carry large tank balances 
on which little or no interest is paid 
over long periods of time. Accord- 
ingly the financial contracts of a 
business include the 
borrowing o\- 


lending (investing) 'of 
funds, or, 


what amounts to the same thing, re- 
ceiving and extending credit. The 
various forms of credit- contracts 
with their several types of security- 
are called into play to^meet the 
varying 
needs of business. They 


range from the open book account 
with no security to the negotiable 
instrument rendered doubly secure 
by the addition of the names of the 
debtor's 
friends 
or a collateral 


agreement as to property pledged or 
mortgaged as -security.

HAS PART OF BOSTON ELM 


Dr. S. Mills Hayes Received Piece 


of Famous Tree. 


Reading about the cross section of 


the famous Washington tree at Cam- 
bridge which was sent to Governor 


Bryan reminds Dr. S. Mills Hayes 
that he has a somewhat similiar 
relic in his possession. 
When the 


famous great elm which stood on 
Boston common fell in 1876 a part 
of it was cut into 
thin sheets on 


which an engraving of the tree as it 
stood shortly before it fell was print- 
ed. Dr. Hayes' father secured one of 
these and it is now in the possession 
of Dr. Hayes. 
In order tnat there 


might be no mistake about the val- 
idity of the wood these words were 
printed below the engraving of the 
tree: 


"As the Great Elm on Boston common. 
wth an age in years outdating the settle- 
ment of the town was destined to fall. 
by wind and decay, during the time it 
•was under my guardianship as the mayor 
of the city. I can do no less than Kive 
tha attention of my name to certify that 
this is a perfectly correct view of it. just 
before it fell, and that the surface on 
which the photograph is presented is a 
veneer from the wood of the veritable and 
venerable tree.

Probably few women realize how 


close an ally they have in color, 
when 
it comes to "doing over" a 


room, or the whole house. Color, 
more than any other one tiling, will 
help you to make your room appear 
larger, smaller, warmer, lighter, just 
as you like. 


If it is a1 northern room you are re- 


decorating and refurnishing, your ef- 
tects should not be cold, but warm 
and sunshiny, as those produced by 
delicate 
yellows, oranges, 
buffs, 


creams and pinks. 


For 
your southern or western 


room which is flooded with sunlight, 
you will, on the other hand, want 
cooling effects. 
These you 
can 


achieve Jay use of color schemes 
worked out in greens, blues or lav- 
enders. 


For your eastern room, you may [ 


allow yourselt wider choice, since a 
room 
with 
eastern 
exposure can 


stand either cold or^ warm colore. 
Ivory, tan 
or gray x tones, being 


neutral, are good for either warm or 
cool exposures. 


Perhaps your difficulty is that one 


of your rooms is too dark. It will 
seem much better lighted if you use 
light-colored wallpaper and Hangings. 
White paper gives 80 per cent of 
light; yellow, 60 per cent; emerald 
green, 20 per cent, and dark brown 
10 per cent. - 


Your- too-small room "is easily in> 


proved, too. Blue colors, if the ex- 
posure permits, are best, since blue 
is the "receding" color, and seems" to 
push back the walls. If the exposure 
does not permit the use 6f blue, how- 
ever, you may use a light shade of 
some other color. Pastel shades of 
lavender, and even blue, may not be 
too cool, if you neutralize the effect 
by touches of pastel tones of yellow 
or ivory. 


To make your large and "barnlike" 


room appear smaller and more cozy, 
on the other hand, use the shades of 
red, which will seem to bring the 
walls, closer together. You may use 
"figured" designs, too, on the walls 
of your larger rooms. But don't use 
them elsewhere, 
especially 
if the 


patterns are large, since their effect 
is to reduce the size of the room. 
Yellow, like red, is an "expanding" 
color. 


If you consider the exposure of the 


room as well as its size when you go 
a-shopping for new hangings, rugs, 
upholstery, wallpaper and ornaments 
your chances are excellent for a per- 
fectly "done over" room.

the public walks.' 
All cities are 


doing away with the curb stations. 
They are dangerous and a nuisance. 
Ownership of some of these curb 
pumps has changed. Traffic has be- 
come so congested that we must act 
like a city. The number of automo- 
biles has approximately doubled in 
two years.". 
His resolution on free air does not 


abolish the practice of free service 
at the curb but takes away the white 
line protection. 


Mayor Zehrung admits that the 


curb station exists contrary to the 
law which provides that public walks 
shall not be used for commercial 
purposes. But, he says, the curb sta- 
tion came before the common type 
of station was even heard of. There 
are, he says, five of the curb pumps. 
elT has looked upon them as a sort 
of necessary evil in view of the fact 
that they have served when there 
•was no other service. Until recently 
these -curb pumps were the only 
places 
offering 
all-night 
service. 


This service, according to the mayor, 
is more or less essential for the 
acommodation of doctors and others 
who face emergencies. 
There is 


now one down-town all night filling 
station in addition to the curb sta- 
tions, but, according to the mayor, 
this is not in the congested section. 


As to the abolishment of the white 


line in front of free air tubes, the 
mayor questions the advisability of 
such move at this time. 


"It surely would be tough on the 


man who wants air and must have 
it," he said.

who escaped by djnamiting a 


corner oC the jail here. 


The dynamite was smuggled into 


the jail by friends of the fugitives. 
An entire side of the building was 
wrecked. As the'prisoners rushed to 
a waiting automobile, deputy sheriffs 
took up the pursuit. 


Officers are looking for Mrs. Ona 


Woodruff and James Reynolds who 
were released last week after having 
been arrested in connection with the 
bank robbery. No other prisoners es- 
caped and none were hurt, altho the 
| explosion shook surrounding terri- 
tory, 
x 


charge on the outside blew in the 
inner swinging doors of the vault. 
The next and much heavier charge 
exerted itself with such force inside 
the vault that the damage to the 
open safe was done. 


Cashier Lanning had been suffer- 


ing from toothache during the night, 
was awake at the time of the explo- 
sion and ran out, jumped into his 
car and hurried to the bank. 
The 


robbers had gone when he got there. 
President Fred IJanning did not hear 
the explosion and could hardly be- 
lieve robbers had 
worked on his 


bank when word was sent to him. 


The robbers left two bars, one a 


short pinch bar, which was used to 
open the window, and the other a 
heavy crow bar. The small bar was 
new, apparently being used for the 
first time in the bank job. 
The 


heavier bar was old. 


Telephone wires were cut at the 


telephone office, a ladder being bor- 
rowed from near by to go up 
the 


pole. Usually safe blowers cut the 
cable enterting the office. These rob- 
bers cut the single wires a short dis- 
tance from where 4hey entered the 
cable. 


Secretary K. C. Knudson of the 


state department of trade-and com- 
merce, incharge of the state gank- 
ing department, went to Eagle Satur- 
day morning after hearing of the 
safe blowing. He reported by tele- 
phone - to his department upon his 
arrival that thus far there was noth- 
ing to show that anything was miss- 
ing from the safe. 


The Farmers State bank of Eagle 


was organized in November, 1918. Its 
'officers are: 0. R. Boeewetter, of 
Walton, president; Henry Ketelhut 
of Bethany, vice president; Merl V. 
Lanning, cashier. The report of the 
bank filed December 31 showed de- 
posits amounting to $45,000; loans, 
$59,000; bills payable and 
redis- 


counts, $11,000; cash, $54,500. 


The amount of cash in the safe 


was not stated but it was believed 
the total would have made a rich 
haul for the' robbers. 


One charge of buckshot fired by 


the robbers broke the plate glass 
window in the hardware store of J. 
H. Latron. 


It was said that entrance to the 


safe would have netted the robber 
$5,000 
in 
cash 
and government 


bonds. 


Some inspection 
of auto tracks 


near the bank was made, but it was 
not determined these were made bj 
a car carrying the robbers. 


A piece of wax used In placing the 


explosive in the crevices of the safe 
was found with finger prints in it 
This was turned over to the state 
sheriff's dep^nfcnt. 


Some 
othfer 
finger prints were 


found on the safe and in the room 
but it is not know whethe rthey were 
prints of the robbers fingers. 


The Lincoln police received the 


first tip concerning the attempt at 
robbery and Night Sergeant Towle 
at once notified state and county 
officers. 


Bullets were found In a telephone 


pole a block east of the bank, com- 
ing from the shotgun used by the 
robbers. 


Officers had not found a trace'of 


the bandits late in the afternoon. 
The direction they took and their 
mode of. travel, afetr they had put 
bank, was an unsolved mystery.
